Finance  Problems 
Vex  Rural  Church

come  is  the  means  of  serving 
:  Christ,  we  wonder  if  every 
[church  ought  not  to  reexamine 
|  its  own  potential  strength. 
Every  church  ought  to  be  anxi¬ 
ous  to  do  its  best  tor  Christ. 

It  is  very  likely  true  that  our 
smaller  churches  could  increase 
just  as  -  proportionately  as  the 
larger  churches.  For  example, 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  the  1957  budget  was  under 
one  thousand  dollars  in  3,825 
churches.  There  are  the  very 
very  small  churches  with  very 
small  financial  income.  Surely, 
however,  these  could  increase 
[  and  perhaps  double  that  annual  1 
|  budget.  There  is  a  total  of  14,- 
613  Southern  Baptist  churches 
which  had  less  than  $5,000.00 
budget  last  year.  This  means 
that  almost  50  per  cent  of  the 
31,297  Southern  Baptist  church¬ 
es  last  year  gave  less  than  $5,- 
000.00.  Surely  this  is  not  the 
potential  giving  strength  of 
these  churches.  For  example, 
one  church  which  received  last 
year  $0,300  00  had  an  actual 
tithe  potential  of  $19,000.00. 

Another  measure  of  the  giv¬ 
ing  of  our  people  is  indicated 
by  the  statistics  on  per  Capita 
giving  for  1997.  Open  country 
ebnrehes  of  the  Southern  Bap* 
tist  Convention  gave  $29.13  per 
capita.  Village  churches  gave 
$32.31,  town  churches  gave 
$94.47.  This  means  that  open

German  Baptists 
Give  $4,000,000; 
For  Buildingsi 


BERLIN  (RNS)  —  Baptists  In 
Germany  contributed  morn  than 
$4,000,000  during  the  past  10 
years  for  construction  and  re¬ 
building  of  180  places  of  wor¬ 
ship  throughout  the  country,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  denominational  re¬ 
port  issued  here. 

The  report  also  said  that  the 
group  plans  to  build  80  more 
churches,  including  20  in  the 
Soviet  Zone. 

There  are  about  100.000  ac¬ 
tive  Baptists  In  Germany  in  530 
congregations  served  by  370  pas¬ 
tors.  Some  35,000  Baptists  live 
in  the  Soviet  Zone. 

Wide  attention  has  been  at¬ 
tracted  by  the  denomlantion  In 
recent  years  through  tent  evan¬ 
gelism  programs  under  which 
teams  of  aveangelists  hold  ser¬ 
vices  and  lectures  throughout 
the  country. 

German  Baptists  operate  sev¬ 
eral  deaconess  mother  houses,  a 
number  of  youth  homes,  a  Bible 
school  and  a  printing  plant. 


While  overwhelmingly  (93 
per  cent)  against  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists’  Joining  the  ecumenical 
movement,  41  per  cent  approve 
of  Baptist  churches  accepting 
into  fellowship  someone  firora 
another  denomination  if  he  has 
been  baptized  by  immersion. 

And  almost  half  of  them  say 
it’s  all  right  for  Baptists  to  take 
part  in  an  observance  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  in  some  other 
church  than  Baptist. 

Four  out  of  five  believe  Bap¬ 
tist  students  should  attend  Bap¬ 
tist  colleges  “when  circum¬ 
stances  permit”  but  only  13  per 
cent  say  they  should  attend  Bap¬ 
tist  schools  “under  all  circum¬ 
stances.” 

Over  half  of  them  don't  be¬ 
long  to  a  civic  or  community 
club  where  they  live. 

The  survey  of  Tennessee  Bap¬ 
tist  women  was  carried  on  by 
Caraon-Newman  students  under 
direction  of  Herbert  J.  Miles, 
professor  of  sociology,  and  Ray 
Ray  F.  Koonce,  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  sociology,  and  Ray  F. 
Koonce,  associate  professor  of 
psychology. 

Questionnaires  Sent 

Students  sent  questionnaires 
to  1152  churchwomen  whose 
names  had  been  provided  by 
pastors  in  East  Tennessee.  The 
women  held  an  average  of  three 
general  church  offices  or  of¬ 
fices  of  key  church  organiza¬ 
tions.  Questionnaires  did  not 
have  to  be  signed  and  613  wo¬ 
men  filled  them  out  The  other 
47  per  cent  wasn’t  heard  from. 

The  survey  was  planned  so 
that  women  in  churches  of  all 
sizes  in  all  areas  would  be  con¬ 
tacted.  Questionnaires  were 
sent  to  churchwomen  in  open 
country,  town,  village,  and  city 
churches.  In  the  case  of  city 
churches,  the  surveyors  were 


careful  to  Include  both  large 
and  small  churches  and  large 
and  small  cities. 


JEFFERSON  CITY,  Tenn  — 
— (BP)— Two  professors  at  Bap¬ 
tist-related  Carson-Newman  Col¬ 
lege  here  recently  completed  a 
survey  of  leading  Baptist 
church  women  In  East  Tennes¬ 
see,  the  results  of  which  show¬ 
ed  that: 

The  great  majority  of  the  wo¬ 
men  do  not  smoke  nor  drink 
intoxicants. 

They  are  very  strongly 
against  dancing,  but  four  times 
as  many  approve  of  dances  spon¬ 
sored  by  a  Baptist  college  than 
dances  sponsored  by  churches. 

Only  about  one  in  five  favors 
Integration  of  the  public 
schools. 

More  than  a  third  of  them 
miss  midweek  prayer  services 
and  Training  Union. 

Not  quite  half  of  them  read 
their  state  Baptist  newspaper 
regularly.  The  state  newspa¬ 
per  is  read  as  thoroughly,  how¬ 
ever,  as  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention’s  home  magazine, 
Home  Life. 

Two-Thirds  Visit 

Only  two  thirds  of  them  made 
a  special  visit  on  behalf  of  their 
churches  during  the  month 
prior  to  the  survey. 

They  are,  with  the  exception 
of  one  in  five,  tithers.  Less 
than  one  in  10  failed  to  take  a 
study  course  in  the  last  two 
years.

The  new  course  will  provide 
opportunity  for  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  study  of  many  books  ar¬ 
ranged  in  eighteen  separate 
categories  such  as  Bible,  Chris¬ 
tian  Jife,  church  membership, 
doctrine,  evangelism,  missions, 
stewardship,  and  others.  For 
the  completion  of  any  book  in 
any  one  of  the  categories,  a 
person  will  receive  a  book  cer¬ 
tificate  which  will  apply  toward 
the  requirements  for  a  diploma. 
Books  may  be  taken  at  any 


time  and  in  any  order.  Diplo¬ 
mas  will  be  offered  for  young 
people  and  adults,  Intermedi¬ 
ates,  and  Juniors.  The  course 
is  thus  arranged  to  encourage 
study  by  all  church  members 
and  to  simplify  the  way  of  meet¬ 
ing  the  requirements  for  a  given 
diploma. 

The  new  Church  Study

rent  courses,  namely:  growth  in 


Bible  knowldege,  soundness  and 
stability  in  doctrine,  instruction 
and  inspiration  for  personal 
Christian  living,  meaningful 
participation  in  church  life  and 
work,  effectiveness  in  the 
church  educational  program, 
training  of  church  workers,  and 
enlistment  and  preparation  for 
Christian  service. 

Relates  To  Jubilee 

The  time  for  launching  the 
correlated  Church  Study  Course 
in  October,  1959,  was  chosen  in 
order  that  it  might  be  a  major 
phase  of  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Ad¬ 
vance  emphasis  for  1960  on 
teaching  and  training.  A  goal 
of  2,000,000  book  study  awards 
was  set  for  this  year,  and  plans 
were  developed  in  the  meeting 
of  the  state  secretaries  in  Nash¬ 
ville  designed  to  make  possible 
the  achievement  of  this  goal. 

It  is  believed  that  the  single 
Church  Study  Course  for  Teach¬ 
ing  and  Training  will  have  an 
enthusiastic  reception  in  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  churches.

Women.  On  December  3,  1926, 
Woman’s  College  became  a 
member  of  the  Southern  Asso¬ 
ciation  Of  Colleges  and  Secon¬ 
dary  Schools. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Holcomb  assumed 
the  presidency  March  4,  1932. 
He  served  until  the  close  of  the 
session  in  1940,  at  which  time 
he  resigned.  Because  of  the 
general  situation,  aggravated 
by  the  war,  the  trustees  sus¬ 
pended  operation  of  the  col¬ 
lege  and  it  was  used  as  a  hous¬ 
ing  project  for  the  army  of¬ 
ficers  at  Camp  Shelby.  Her 
membership  was  forfeited. 

School  Reactivated 

In  1946,  the  trustees  of  Mis- 
sissipppi  Woman’s  College  elect¬ 
ed  Dr.  L.  E.  Rouse  as  president. 
He  was  given  the  mammoth  task 
of  reactivating  the  school.  The 
entire  college  plant  was  .reno¬ 
vated,  modernized,  and  largely 
furnished. 

The  State  Baptist  Convention 
of  1950,  realizing  the  need  for 
Christian  education,  and  being

been  rightly  called  “the  college 
that  refused  to  die.”  In  her  50 
years  history,  advances  have 
been  made  in  the  midst  of  try¬ 
ing  circumstances.  Eire,  wars, 
inadequate  funds,  .and  lack  of 
support,  have  combined  to  pla¬ 
gue  the  school  in  its  struggle 
for  existence. 

In  1906,  W.  L.  T^jpes,  a 
pioneer  educator  in  Sfe&th  Mis¬ 
sissippi  founded  "South  Missis¬ 
sippi  College.”  This  school  did 
a  noble  work  until  1909,  when 
fire  destroyed  its  immense  ad¬ 
ministration  building  with  all 
Its  contents. 

Mr.  W.  S.  F.  Tatum,  a  wealthy  ! 
lumberman,  acquired  the  prop¬ 
erty  and  in  1911  offered  it  as 
a  gift  to  Mississippi  Baptists. 
The  gift  was  accepted  and  the 
trustees  elected  Professor  W. 
W.  Rivers  as  President.  The 
name  Mississippip  Women’s 
College  aws  chosen  for  the  new 
institution. 

Johnson  Elected 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year, 
Dr.  J.  L.  Johnson,  Jr.  was  elect¬ 
ed  as  the  first  president  udder 
Convention  control.

And,  Mississippi  Baptists  can 
have  the  assurance  that  their 
mission  money — over  $3,000,000 
annually  now — is  handled  accu¬ 
rately,  carefully  and  safely,  due 
to  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
the  Bookkeeping  office  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board  is  operated^ 

A  large  volume  of  work  is 
done  by  a  comparatively  small 
staff.' 

Dr.  Chester  L.  Quarles  is  Con¬ 
vention  Board  treasurer  as  well 
as  executive  secretary  and  is  re¬ 
sponsible  under  the  constitution 
for  handling  of  all  funds  prop¬ 
erty,  trusts  or  other  financial 
assets  under  supervision  of  the 
Convention  Board. 

Convention  Specifies 

Arthur  Nelson  as  business 
manager  of  the  Convention 
Board  is  property  manager,  pur¬ 
chasing  agent,  personnel  man¬ 
ager  and  also  head  of  the  Book¬ 
keeping  office. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Pridgen  is  head 
bookkeeper  and  Mrs.  Van  Cot¬ 
ton  is  bookkeeper.  Mrs.  Robert 
Spencer  is  secretary  to  Mr.  Nel¬ 
son  and  assists  in  Bookkeeping 
office.  • 

The  State  Convention  annual¬ 
ly  adopts  a  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  budget  which  determines 
the  exact  distribution  of  every 
dollar  received  through  that 
channel.  All  designated  funds 
go  directly,  twice  each  month, 
to  the  causes  called  for. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Book¬ 
keeping  office  to  handle  all 
funds  and  be  sure  that  every 
penny  gets  to  its  proper  destin¬ 
ation. 

Every  safeguard  is  employed 
to  achieve  that  end.  The  first 
thing  each  morning  all  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  mall  is  brought  to 
the  Bookkeeping  office  where 
it  is  first  handled  by  the  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  office  and  all  en¬ 


velopes  with  checks  or  other  re¬ 
mittances  are  sorted. 

Each  Church  Has  Page 

From  there  each  day  it  is 
counted,  entries  made  and  de¬ 
posited  in  the  bank  Dy  noon.  No 
money  is  left  in  the  building 
overnight  During  the  course  of 
each  month  the  office  follows  a 
regular  schedule  of  procedure. 

There  is  a  record  sheet  for 
each  church.  The  amount  it 
gives  is  posted  the  day  it  is  re¬ 
ceived.  Any  church  member  is 
welcome  at  any  time  to  come  by 
the  Bookkeeping  office  and 
check  his  church  record  or  con¬ 
tact  the  office  for  this  informa¬ 
tion. 

Adequate  Equipment 

Up-to-date  business  methods, 
techniques,  and  equipment  are 
used,  which  make  for  accuracy, 
efficiency  and  economy. 

The  money  handled  by  the 
Convention  Board  has  grown 
annually  in  volume  and  goes  to 
missionary,  educational  and 
benevolent  causes  in  many  parts 
of  the  world.  *3,119,317.27  was 
received  and  distributed  during 
this  past  Convention  year. 

There  are  12  general  outlets 
for  mission  funds  in  the  state, 
including  the  Baptist  Hospital 
in  Memphis,  and

A  major  part 
of  this,  $15,281  15  was  sent 
through  the  State  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention. 

Close  Convention  Tie 

There  is  a  close  and  vital  re¬ 
lationship  between  William  Ca¬ 
rey  College  and  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention.  The  Capital 
Needs  Program  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  has  enabled  the  school  to 
construct  two  new  buildings  in 
the  past  two  years. 

The  Convention  also  gave  *79,- 
430.47  to  the  school  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  A  special 
campaign  from  the  Education 
Commission  added  another  *6,- 


470  75  to  the  contributions.  This 
Is  a  total  of  *110,559.79  given 
through  the  churches  and  the 
State  Baptist  Convention. 

Carey  Has  Motto 

An  Increase  in  income  Is  ex¬ 
pected  from  the  Convention  in 
the  coming  year,  since  a  larger 
sum  of  money  has  been  desig¬ 
nated  for  Christian  education. 
An  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  enrolled  at  Carey  will 
raise  the  per  capita  gifts  of  the 
Convention,  also. 

The  life  motto  of  William  Ca¬ 
rey  was,  "I  will  expepet  great 
thngs  from  God,  and  I  will  at¬ 
tempt  great  things  for  God." 
William  Carey  College  has  a- 
dopted  this  motto  and  Is  seek¬ 
ing  to  fulfill  her  moral  and  spir¬ 
itual  obligations  to  her  support¬ 
ers  through  her  Christ-centered 
program.

Re¬ 
venge  would  be-  the  most  natu¬ 
ral  response,  but  it  is  unchris¬ 
tian.  Besides,  it  does  no  good. 

Under  such  circumstances  peo¬ 
ple  tend  to  get  cold  and  bitter, 
to  move  out  of  the  community, 
to  quit  going  to  church  or  to 
say  ugly  things  about  those  who 
have  said  ugly  things  about  this 
fine  young  couple. 

What  Christ  did  was  to  bear 
the  sins  of  those  "who  hurt  him. 
“When  reviled,  (he)  reviled 
not  again;  when  he  suffered,  he 
threatened  not;  but  committed 
himself  to  him  that  judgeth 
righteously"  (I  Peter  2:23).  This 
is  the  Christian  way. 

Finally,  let  this  be  a  lesson  to 
you.  Gossip  is  one  of  the  mean¬ 
est  things  in  the  world.  Do  ev¬ 
erything  you  can  to  counteract 
it  and  never  have  part  in  spread¬ 
ing  it.  There  ought  to  be  a  spe¬ 
cial  place  in  hell  for  gossips.  But 
who  has  not  had  part  in  Gossip 
at  one  time  or  another?

The  new  educational  building 
of  the  State  Boulevard  Baptist 
church  of  Meridian  was  dedi¬ 
cated  last  Sunday  at  the  morn¬ 
ing  worship  hour.

A  TRIBUTE  FROM  “THE  PARADISE  OF  THE  PACIFIC’* 

A  letter  came  recently  to  Miss  Josephine  Harris,  counselor 
at  the  Baptist  Student  Center,  Honolulu,  Hawaii.  It  was  from 
a  young  Chinese-American  woman  who  became  a  Christian 
through  the  ministry  of  the  Student  Center  and  lives  now  in 
San  Francisco.  She  wrote:  “It  is  with  deep  gratitude  that  I 
remember  those  days  spent  at  the  Bible  school  and  the  work 
that  helps  young  people  find  themselves  through  the  love  of 
Christ  in  fellowship  in  the  church?’* 

Miss  Harris  says:  “This  testimony  could  be  repeated  by  other 
students  who  have  been  won  to  Christ  through  the  influence  of 
the  Baptist  Student  Center,  located  across  the  street  from  the 
University  of  Hawaii. 

"The  Center  has  a  threefold  ministry:  First,  it  offers  to  stu¬ 
dents  Bible  classes  on  a  college  level.

INTRODUCTION.  Here  we 
see  our  Lord  engaged  in  what 
is  known  as  the  Galilean  min¬ 
istry.  He  did  not,  as  our  great 
evangelists  do,  engage  a  meet¬ 
ing  place,  as  an  auditorium  or 
stadium,  and  have  the  people 
come  to  Him.  but  His  was  a  peri¬ 
patetic  method.  He  walked  the 
highways  and  streets  of  the 
cities,  talking  to  people  by  ones 
and  twos  and  thronging  multi¬ 
tudes.  The  press  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  became  so  great  that  He 
could  easily  see  that  He  could 
not  do  all  of  the  work  unaided, 
so  he  commissioned  helpers  to 
assist  Him. 

The  twelve  men  He  had  se¬ 
lected  to  be  with  Him  and  re¬ 
ceive  training  under  His  match¬ 
less  coaching  were  now  pre¬ 
pared  to  begin  work  for  Him  in 
His  great  work.  So  He  sent 
them  into  the  ripened  field. 
This  is  what  He  trained  them 
to  do.  and  it  Is  still  His  purpose 
in  calling  and  training  people 
everywhere  and  at  all  times. 
First  His  word  to  any  person 
to  whom  He  speaks  is  came 
and  the  next  word  of  command 
is  go.  In  accord  with  this  rule, 
now  employed  for  the  first 
time  by  Him,  He  sends  them.

while  he  was  working  in  Ephesus,  Paul  ex- 
pressed  his  purpose  to  pass  through  Mace- 
donia  and  Achaia  to  Jerusalem  and  then  said, 
“after  I  have  been  there,  I  must  also  see  Rome.”  Acts  19::21. 
This  was  not  the  cry  of  the  eternal  tourist  desiring  to  see  the 
great  art  treasures  and  many  lovely  fountains.  It  was  far  deeper 
than  this,  .it  was  the  deep  longing  to  preach  to  the  people  of 
Rome. 

Paul  pointed  out  to  them  that  he  had  often  wanted  to  come 
to  them  but  that,  thus  far,  he  had  been  prevented.  He  wanted  to 
come  that  he  might  impart  some  spiritual  gift  and  also  that  he 
might  receive  spiritual  help.  We  must  also  recognise  that  he 
said,  “I  am  under  OBLIGATION  both  to  Greeks  and  to  barbar¬ 
ians  . . Rom.  1:14a.  He  wanted  to  go  to.Rome  but  he  also  felt 
that  tie  HAD  to  go,  he  had  a  debt  to  pay. 

Eager  To  Preach 

Paul  was  well  aware  of  the  background  of  the  great  and  needy 
city  and  in  effect  he  said  to  them,  In  spite  of  the  fast  that  you 
at  Rome  are  in  the  Capitol  city  of  the  world,  and  in  spite  of  the 
.fact  that  you  have  your-own  time  honored  religions,  and  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  gospel  seems  foolish  to  you,  "I  AM  NOT 
ASHAMED  OF  THE  GOSPEL.”  Paul  knew  the  gospel  to  be  the 
power  of  God  for  salvation  by  his  own  experience  of  conversion 
and  by  the  change  he  had  seen  in  the  lives  of  others.  Because 
of  this  Paul  could  say,  “I  am  EAGER  to  preach  the  gospel  to  you 
also  who  are  in  Rome.”  Rom.  1:15.
